whoſe occupations in life may better permit

This Tranſlation throughout is confront- 
ed with the original Latin; the preſerva- 


tion of which, as every Edition of Secun- 


dus is now become extremely ſcarce, is what 
T can alone expect will any way recommend 


my Book to the Public: for my Verſifica- 


tion, 1 ſubmit it to the candour of the Reas 
der; it was began as a mere matter of 


amuſement, nor had I any intention of pub- 


liſhing it, till I found that I had impercep- 
tibly fimſhed the whole of the Baſia; when 
confidering how little this author was 
known, yet how much he merited atten- 
tion; I was tempted to offer to the World 


my Tranſlation of bis Kiſſes, indi ferent. 


as it may be.

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It remains that I ſhould make ſome apolo- 
gy for the Pieces added to the end of this 
Work. It is true they cannot boaſt all the 

Beauties of Secundus; yet they are pretty 
enough, and may pleaſe ſome of thoſe who 
take a delight in Poems of this nature; 
but even if we allow them only a ſcanty. 

ſhare of merit, we muſt at leaſt allow them 
the advantage of ſerving as a foil to the 
ſuperior excellence of the Dutch poet. 
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| SECUNDUS. 


Or all the modern Latin Poets, none 
perhaps has remained longer in obſucrity 
than N Secundus, owing to what cauſe 
I ſhall not pretend to determine; yet no 
Author has been more eſteemed by the few 
who have read him; as well for the purity 
and elegance of his Language, as for the 
ſingular beauty of his Thoughts. Conſi- 
dering then that obſcurity in which he has 


ſo long continued, it is not very wonderful 


that ſo few Circumſtances can be collected 
with regard to his Hiſtory, For the follow-_ 
ing Anecdotes of his Life, I am chiefly in- 


debted to a little Treatiſe in the laſt Edition 


of his Works publiſhed by Scriverius in the 
Year 1631; and theſe Anecdotes are not 
regularly 
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regularly drawn up into a complete Life 
of our Author; therefore if my account of 
Secundus is not entirely ſatisfactory to the 
Reader, it muſt be attributed to a want of 
the exiſtence of neceſſary materials. 


TAT Joannes Secundus was deſcended 
from an ancient and illuſtrious Family in 
the Netherlands, is undoubted. His Father 
Nicolaus Everardus was born in the neigh- 
bourhood of Middelburg, (hence he is often 
ſtiled Middelburgenſis) which is the chief 
Town of the Province of Zealand, and ſitu- 


_ ated in the land of I alcheren belonging to 
that Province. 


EvERARDUS was accounted a Man of 
great Erudition, remarkably learned in the 
Law, and had every qualification that might 
complete the Gentleman as well as the Scho- 


lar, in ſhort he was a ſhining Character, 


and could not fail by ſuch Abilities and __ 
liteneſs as he poſſeſſed to diſtinguiſh himſelf 
as a Courtier, in which ſphere of Life For- 
tune had placed him: accordingly we find 
him a great Favourite with the then Empe- 
ror Charles the fifth, and having Employs 
of the utmoſt Importance; for he was a 
Member of the Grand Parliament or Council 
of Machelen, and was alſo Preſident of the 
States of Holland and Zealand, reſiding ts 
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and Writings of SEcUNDUs., 11 
the Hague, (during his reſidence at which 
place our Joannes Secundus Nicolaius was 
born Anno 1511) he was afterwards tranſ- 
lated to the ſame honourable Poſt at Meche- 

lien, where he ended his Days; Aug. 5—— 
1532, aged 70; and at that place he was 
buried. 


WHEeNCe our Poet acquired the names 
of Secundus and Nicolaius may be a matter 
of much diſpute, as we have nothing upon 

record which ſatisfactorily clears up this 
point. The name of Nicolai all the children 
of Nicolaus Everardus took, poſſibly from 
their Father's name Nicolaus but the name 
of Secundus, which diſtinguiſhes our Au- 
thor, moſt probably had its riſe from ſome 
Pun, for to be ſure he was as a Poet, Ne- 
mini Secundus. 


Bu r before we proceed any farther in o 
Hiſtory of Secundus, let us take a view of 
the Children of Nicolaus Everardus , which 
were five Sons, and I believe three Daugh- 
ters: they were all of a ſcientific caſt; nay 

-ſuch was the genius for Literature which this 


Family poſſeſſed, that it even deſcended _ 


to the female Line, as we ſhall learn men- 
tioning 1/abella Nicblaia. To ſpeak of the 
Sons of Everardus then, in the ſame order 
they are ſpoke of, in that treatiſe of the Fa-

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mily preſerved by Scriverius, we begin with 
Petrus Nicolaus; he was an Ecleſ: aſtic of 
the Order of Premontre, alſo a Doctor of Di- 
vinity and of Civil Law. Next to him was 
Everardus Nicolatus , who was a Member 
of the Grand Council of Friezland, and of 


the Grand Council of Mechelen; afterwards 


Preſident of Friezland, and of Mechelen; he 


was alſo a Knight of the Order of the Golden 
Fleece. Then comes Nicolaus Grudius Ni- 


colaius; (fo called becauſe he was born at 
Lovain, the inhabitants of which Country 
have ſuppoſed themſelves to be originally 
the Grudi of Caſar. vide Cæſ. Comment. 


de Bel. Gal.) he was Treaſurer of the Pro- 


vince of Brabant, and one of the Privy Coun- 
ci], he was alſo Knight, and Regiſter of the 
Order of the Golden Fleece. Hadrianus Ma- 
rius Nicolaius is now to be ſpoke of; he was a 


Knight, a Member of the Privy Council, and 
_ High Chancellor of Guelderland and Zutphen. 


Tuus we ſee it was a Family diſtinguiſh- 
ed by Princely Favours; nor were theſe four 


Brothers deficient in point of Learning, on 


the contrary we find many Encomiums paid 


to their literary Merits, particularly as Po- 


ets: that Nicolaus Grudius and Hardrianus 
Marius excelled in Poetry is evident, not 


only from the Teſtimony of Secundus, but 
from their n Compoſitions; the

Acco Dix G to Scriverius our Piet comes 


laſt in order, whoſe Hiſtory we will reſume 
after having mentioned his Siſter Jabella 


Nicolaia; this Lady was an honour to her 
Sex, having a remarkable fine taſte for po- 


ute and even claſſical Learning; ſhe was ca- 
pable of correſponding in Latin, as we are 
informed by an Epiſtle of Secundus to her, 
herein he regrets the loſs Society ſuſtained 
from Talents like hers being buried ina 
Cloiſter; for that ſhe ſpent her Days in a 
Convent i is a fact, but upon what account 


we are not Gone > as to the other Siſters 


of Secundus nothing particular is related of 
them. 


Such were the C hildren of Nicolaus Eve- 


rardus by his Lady Eliza Bladella, who 
Was a Native of Mechelen, and endowed 


with every female accompliſhment. My 
Readers may now ſuſpect me of being par- 


tial to the very alliances of a favourite Au- 


thor, having deſcribed the whole Family of 
the NVocolai as a collection of ſhining Cha- 
racers; but let me clear up their doubts, 


by aſſuring them that I am but a faithful Re- 


tailer of what J have gathered from Books 


upon this ſubject.

To return to Secundus. The Education 
of ſo great a Genius muſt be allowed a mat- 
ter worthy of reſearch. Our Poet we learn 
firſt trod the paths of Science under the di- 
rection of a Guide no leſs capable of leading 
him through them, than intereſted in the 
Employ ; I mean his own Father, who was 


Preceptor not to Secundus only, but to his 
Children in general: and they, by their ap- 
Pearance in Life afterwards, amply repaid 


the aſhduity of ſuch a a Preceptor, „„ 


Bur attention to public Buſineſs now 
obliged Everardus to ſeek out for ſome fit 
Perſon, to whom he might entruft the Edu- 


cation of his Son Joannes Secundus; which 
he could no longer ſuperintend in ſuch a 


manner, as to enable him to make the ne- 
ceſſary improvements to cut that figure he 
wiſhed in the Profeſſion for which he intend- 


ed him, den the Law. 


Ac CORDINGLY he was put under the 
care of Jacobus Volcardus, who was every 
way qualified for the undertaking, and whoſe 
death Secundus mentions in one of his Nana 
with no ſmall Concern. Rumoldus Stenemola 


ſucceeded him in the place of Tutor, and 
his Abilities equalled thoſe of Yolcardus, 
nor was Secundus ſparing of his Compliments 


upon Stenemola, for there are many in his 
Works: 
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Works: but indeed Secundus was a Youth 
of ſuch a caſt, that he could not help re- 


_ taining a Veneration for all who had aſliſted 
him in making any a ad in point of 
| Learning, 


ID may not be improper to ſpeak of our 


| Poets Amuſements, which are a ſtill fur- 
ther proof of his love for the fine Arts, theſe 


were Painting and Sculpture. When [ ſpeak 


of Secundus as a Poet, I do not reckon Po- 
_ etry an Amuſement, but a principal employ 
ment; and it truly was ſuch with him, con- 


ſidering the quantity of Verſes he wrote; 


but he was an inſpired Bard at a very early 
Age, for 'tis ſaid he. began to write Poetry 
| when but ten Years old. His original Works 
in Painting and Sculpture are now extreme- 
ly ſcarce, and the very Copies of them are 


become almoſt equally ſo; we learn that 


he carved all his own Family, his Miſtreſſ- 
es, (of whom we ſhall make mention pre- 


ſently) the Emperor Charles the fifth, ſeveral. 
great Perſonages of thoſe times, and many 


of his intimate Friends. In the laſt Edition 


of the Works of Secundus, publiſhed by 
Scriverius, there is a picture of his Miſtreſs 


Julia, with this Inſcription round 1 it; 
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VATIS AMATORIS IULIA 
S8cuLPTA MANU. 


which is ſaid to be engraved from an origi- 


nal carving of that Lady, executed by Se- 


cur:dus's own hand; a copy of this Print 


from the Scriverian Edition is preſerved in 

that Tranſlation of the Kiſſes publiſhed by 
Linlot in the Year 1731, but I have not in- 
ſer ted it in the preſent Edition, as it no way 
refers to this part of the Works of Secundus; 


Newera being the Lady to whom his Book of. 


Kiſſes was addreſſed, and not Julia; yet 
Julia had equal Honours paid her by the di- 
vine Muſe of Secundus, for ſhe is the pecu- 
liar ſubject of the firſt Book of his Elegies, 
which has her name for its Title. 


SECUNDUS having nearly attained the 
age of twenty-one, it was thought neceſſary 
that under ſome excellent Profeſſor he ſnould 
regularly ſtudy the Civil Law, in which it 
was hoped he might one day diſtinguiſh him- 
ſelf, for this purpoſe he quitted Mechelen, 
and went into France, where he acquired 
under the celebrated Andreas Alciatus, at 


Bourges, (a City in the Orleanors) all that 
knowledge which was requiſite to make him 


mine in his Profeſſion. The Character of 
Alciatus

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Alciatus as a Civilian is well known, being 
one of the moſt learned Men in the Law of 


| thoſe Times, and having left many excel- 


lent Treatiſes behind him in that Science; 

he was likewiſe pofſeſſed of general polite 
Erudition, and had a turn for Poetry, which 
turn beyond a doubt muſt help to endear 
him to Secundus. The poetic Pieces of 
Andreas Alciatus are extant in ſeveral Col- 


lections of modern Latin Poetry, particu- 
larly his, Emblems. 


Our Poet, who had now paſſed a Year 
in the ſtudy of the Law under this very able 


Teacher, and taken his Degrees, returned 


to Mechelen; but it muſt require a Soul 
equally impaſſioned with his, to conceive 
his uneaſineſs, when he found upon his re- 
turn that his Julia was married ; ſhe who 
had firſt fanned his youthful Fires, and who 
who bad hitherto reigned ſole Miſtreſs of 
his Heart. For certain it is that our firſt 
impreſſions of Love are not very eaſily ef- 
faced, even by Time ; and tis not leſs cer- 
tain, that Memory traces theſe Impreſſions 
with a peculiar pleaſure, as in ſo doing, it 


recalls to onr Minds thoſe Days of Innocence, 


when we enjoyed Love in 1ts pureſt and 
moſt diſintereſted State. The many tender 
things Secundus wrote on being deprived of 
is Julia may amply verify theſe Remarks.

- 
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How EVER Penerilla ſoon ſupplied the 
loſs of Julia as a Miſtreſs ; ſhe was paſſion- 
ately fond of Secundus, but there is reaſon 
to ſuſpect he was not ſo much enamoured 
with her as with his former Lady, or with 
his Neera, who ſucceeded Venerilla in the 
Empire of his Affections. Neera was the 
laſt Miſtreſs of Secundus; and no doubt had 
very ſenſibly touched his heart, ſince ſne 
inſpired him with the moſt voluptuous part 
of all his Writings, I mean his Book of KI 
ſes , the Perſon of Neæra we cannot parti- 
cularize, no carving or picture of her being 
extant, but her Character is drawn up at 
large by her Lover in his Works more than 
once. In a few words ſhe was a fair Incon- 
ſtant, who could play with the Paſhons of a 
fond Youth ſo as to Keep them perpetually 
inflamed , and as we learn fhe was a native 


of Spain, we may conclude her of no cold 
diſpoſition. 


LE r us now view Secundu gat a time of 
Life when the World opened more exten- 
five Proſpects to him, and when he began 
to enter into public Employ, Anno 1533 we 
find he went into Spain, well recommended: 
to People of the higheſt rank (particularly 
Count Nafſan) where he became Secretary 
to the Cardinal Joannes Travera, Archbiſho 
ef Toledo, in a Department of Buſineſs which 


requi ed. 


and Writings of SEcunpus 19 
required a perfect knowledge of the Latin 
Tongue: however, in the midſt of his occu- 
pations he ſtill found leiſure to court the 
Muſes, and wrote many Pieces, among 
which were his Kiſſes; therefore, I conclude 
it was while with the Cardinal that he firſt 
ſaw the beauteous ſubject of them, Neæra. 


Sg cu N Ds had not been a Year in Spain, 
before the heat of the Climate proved too 
powerful for his Conſtitution, being ſeized 
with a Fever which had nearly carried him 
off, but that Youth was on his ſide. This 
Illneſs he mentions in a work of his, dated 
1534. 5 


TRE Year following, 1535, he accom- 
panied, by the advice of Cardinal Travera, 
the Emperor Charles the fifth, to the much 
celebrated Siege of Tunis, againſt that noted 
Pirate Barbaroſſa; the Emperor was attend- 
ed in this Expedition by numbers of Gen- 
tlemen of Rank and Fortune, who went as 
Volunteers; and many hardſhips they fuf- 
fered, hardſhips but little ſuited to the foft 
Diſpoſition of Secundus, whoſe Feats of mi- 
htary Valour at this Period are not upon re - 
cord; but it is generally agreed that Mar 
Was leſs his Talent than Poetry. It appears 
remarkable that Secundus wrote nothing po- 14 
_etical of note upon the Siege of Tunis, which P 


might. 


20 An E SSA V on the Eye: - 
might have furniſhed him with ample mat- 


ter for an Epic Poem; but perhaps The ſub- 
JR was for Some reaſons diſguſting to him. 


Wine returned from his martial Expe- 
dition, the Cardinal ſent him upon a "uy 
honourable Embaſſay to Rome, namely, to 
_ congratulate the Pope Paul the third, upon 

the ſucceſs of the Emperor's Arms; but ex- 
treme Illneſs overtaking him upon the road, 
he was neceſſitated almoſt immediately to 
turn back, and ſeek the benefit of his native 
Air, which recovered him. 
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 Sxcunpus wing now quitted the Arch 
biſhop of Toledo, was employed by the Biſhop 
of Utrecht in the ſame office of Secretary ; 
and ſo much had he hitherto diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf by his Abilities, that in a ſhort time 
aſter this, he was ſent for (without any other 
recommendation than his well known Learn- 
ing) by the firſt Prothonotary of the Empe- 
oF Charles the fifth, who was then in Taly, 
to take upon him the Charge of thoſe La- 
tin Letters, ſigned by the Emperor's own 
hand. But ere he could enter upon this new 
and honourable Poſt, Death put a ſtop to 
us Career of Glory: for being arrived at 
\ Svint Amand, in the Diſtrict of Tournay, in 
order to meet upon Buſineſs the Biſhop f 
Utrecht, who is Abbot, or Pro- Abbot of the 
Monaſtery 
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Monaſtery of Benedictines there; he was cut 
off by a violent Fever, within five days af- 
ter his Arrival, in the very Flower of his 


Age (not having yet completed his twenty- 


fifth Year) Oct. 8th. 1536. He was inter- 


red in the Church of the aboveſaid Mongſte- 


ry; and his near Relations erected a Mar- 
ble Tomb to his Memory, whoſe Iuſcripti- 
on is thus preſerved by Aubertus Mireus in 


the firſt (tho not in the ſecond) Edition of 
his Elagii —

A CONDUS was P!fſefſed of a-delicate plea- 
ing, and lively imagination; which is by Jo 


much the more remarkable, as he was born in 
a Climate that does not appear the moſt favou- 
rable to polite taſte, ſo neceſſary for all who 


would difinguiſh themſelves in elegant Poetry. 


His Genius, tho exiremely fertile, never pro- 
duced any thing but what was excellent, and 
that, with the greateſt eaſe, and almoſt in- 
fantaneouſly. He 1s ſweet, calm, and at the 
ſame 11me perſpicuous in his Elegies; delicate- 


ly fubill in his Epigrams; pleaſi ugly noble in 
his Lyric Compoſitions; grave in his Funera, 


w!thout any thing pompous or bombaſtic. In 
ſbort, throughout all his Forks we may pro- 
nounce his Style to be full, elegant, and ten- 
der; and we may be aſſured, that had his lei- 
ſure permitted him io have undertaken and 
improved himſelf in Epic Poetry, he would 
have excelled in it; but his Muſe: is ſomewhat 
too wanton,

quity, as Catullus, Tibullus, Propertius, C.

Anp here it may not be improper to 
ſpeak of Joannes Bonefonius, whoſe Book of 


Kiſſes, or Paucharis as it is called (from the 
Lady's name to whom the Kiſſes were ad- 


dreſſed) is evidently wrote in imitation of 
the Kiſſes of Secundus. This Author was a 
native of France, being born at Clermont in 
Auvergne; he was Lieutenant General of 


Bar-ſur-Setne, and flouriſhed under the 
reign of Henry the third, but did not die till 


the reign of Lewis the thirteenth. His Ki. 
Jes, which are 32 in number, and to which 


is added a Poem called Pervigilium: Veneris, 


a poor attempt after the manner of the 


HApithalamium laſcivum of Secundus, have 


the higheſt Encomiums beſtowed upon them 


by Borrichius, Rapin, Menage, and others;

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Tas Works of this Poet are generally 
accompanied with a French Tranſlation 
which has been wrongfully attributed by 
| ſome to Bonefonius himſelf, and alſo with 
ſeveral pretty Pieces of the old French Poe- 
try, under the title of Gayetez Amoureuſes : 
yet there are Editions of the Latin of Bone- 
Fonius only. Before I have done with this 
Author, let me add; that he ought not to 
be confounded with his Son Joannes Bone- 
fonius, who, I am informed was a Latin Po- 
et, but with whoſe Writings I am totally 
unacquainted. 4 
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Tro' the Works of Secundus have gone 
thro' many Editions, yet all are at preſent- 
become extremely ſcarce; the earlier ones 
in particular; inſomuch that this Poet is 
hardly known to have exiſted. In an Eng- 
liſh Tranſlation of his Bafia, publiſhed ſome 
Years ago, I fonnd, very accurately drawn 
up, an account of the various Editions of 
Secundus, by way of Poſtſcript to a Diſſer- 
tation to Sir Richard Mead Bart. which Di/- 
ſertation, by the way, contains the Life of 
Lecundus.

he died, he had a deſign of publiſhing, and 

had already laid down the order in which 

his Pieces ſhould be printed. This order 
his Brother Marius adopted, who, after the 
Death of Secundus, was preparing an Edi- 
tion of his Works for tlie preſs, but was 


diverted from his deſign, by the following 
incident. 
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Srtcunpuss Newa and Epitaph upon - 
Sir Thomas More, an Engliſhman, who was- 
| beheaded in the Reign of our Henry the 
Eighth (the Nena ſigned Eraſmus, and the 
Epitaph bo: S.) were publiſhed by a German 
Printer ſurreptitiouſly, and ſome time after 
re- publiſned; (when the Epitaph was ſigned 
Joannes Sapidus) but the Copy which the 
. Bookſeller had procured being extremely 
imperferfect, Marius, in juſtice to his de- 
ceaſed Brother as a ſcholar, publiſhed cor- 
_ rectly the Nænia & Epitaph alone; this: 
Book was printed at Lovain, Anno 1536. 
by Servatius Zaſſenus, and is now of all 
others the moſt ſcarce of any Edition of Se- 
cundus.

Tas next perfe& Edition of our Poet's 


Works was that of Gulielmus Cripius, which 


was publiſhed at Paris 1861. apud. Andream 
Fechelum ,; it was a much ſmaller 8vo. and 
of a much fairer impreſſion than the former 
_ Edition; it was alſo accompanied with the 


Hymns and Epigrams of Marullus, Andin 


the Year 1582, this Edition was reprinted. 


SzcunDus afterwards appear in a 


Work printed by Albinus; which contained 


Marullus, Angerianus, Secundus. It

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came out in Germany, 1595. apud Bernar- 


dum Albinum , but this Edition, which is 


in I2mo as to Letter and Paper, is much 
inferior to that of Cripius.

Wr now come to the Editions of Scrive- 


ius, who is by far the beſt, and I believe 
the laſt Editor of Secundus. Scriverius pub- 
liſhed his firſt Edition in the Year 1619.

it is an 8 vo. and contains, beſides Amend- 


ments in thoſe Poerns which were before 


printed, the following Additions, viz. a 
Collection of very reſpectable Teftimontes , 
an Account of the Life, and Family of Se- 


cundus ; the Letter from Marius to Zeſſenus, 


concerning that Edition of his Brother's | 
Works which Marius firſt publiſhed ; ſome 
Fragments of Poetry ; a few familiar proſe 
Epiſtles by Secundus; and laſtly, the three 
Itineraries of Secundus, which are in proſe, 


and of an eaſy elegant ſtyle; theſe Itinera- 
ries were firſt publiſhed ſeparate at Leyden, 
by Heinfius, (who procured them from the 
public Library of that Place) ex officina Ja- 


cobi Marci 1618. The ſubject of the firſt. 
Itinerary of Secundus is, his Journey from 


Mechelen to Bourges in France, when he 


went.

We muſt remark, that 
in this Edition the Baſia are 22 in number; 
as they include that Sylva of the ſecond 
Edition of Scriverius, entitled Epithalami- 
am Leſcivum , and the 24th, and 58th 


Epigrams. And we muſt further obſerve, 


that Fahrers are two Cuts: the one, is a Por- 


trait of Secundus, repreſented with his carv- 
ing Implements before him, and Holding in 
bis hand a little oval Sculpture of his Miſ- 


treſs Julia; this Portrait is undoubtedly en- 


gra ved from ſome remarkable Painting by 


Scorellius. 


Tux ſecond Edition of Scriverius came : 
out Lugduni Batavorum, apud Franciſcum 
Hegerum, 1631. It is in 12mo. and of a 
ſmaller Type than the former; its Emen- 
dations are conſiderable; and among its 


Additions are particularly the Poems of 
| Nicolaus Grudius, and of Hadrianus Ma- 


rius, whoſe Cymba Amoris is a moſt beauti- 


ful Compoſition. This Edition of Secundus 
is, as far as I know, the lateſt and moſt 


ample of any hitherto publiſhed ; though 


this 
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this account of the various Editions, ſays, 


that Baillet mentions an Edition in 12mo. 
printed Ludg. Batav. 1651. which he could 
never get intelligence of; nor can I, How- 


ever, tO the text of this laſt Edition of Secri- 


verius Thave adhered throughout my Tranſ- 
lation, concluding it to be the beſt.

Ir is proper to add; that the chief part 
of the Works of Secundus are to be met 
with in a Book, whoſe Title is, Delights o 


the Belgic Poet; it was publiſhed at Franc- 


fort in 16 Anno 1614. by Ranutius Gerus, 
which is only the Author's real name Janus 
Eruterus diſguiſed under an Anagram. This 
Work is divided into four Parts; the fourth, 
contains the Poems of Secundus; the third, 
thoſe of his Brother Hadrianus Marius; and 


the ſecond part, the Poems of his Brother 


Nicolaus Grudius. 


Tus much for the Editions of Secundus, 
let us come now to his Tranflators and Imi- 


tators. That part oſ his Works which had 
the greateſt ſhare of Beauty and Originalty, 
we may conclude, would be moſt likely to 


be tranſlated and imitated; in effect it has 


ſo proved; for except his Book of Kiſſes, 
which are indiſputably truly beautiful and 
original, I cannot find that any entire ſelect 


portion of his Works has been attempted ; 
though 
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' though I have ſeen ſeveral occaſional Tranſ- 
lations of his Epigrams and Elegies but the 
Baſia, which have ever been in the higheſt 
Eſteem, can boaſt a very early Imitator, 
Bonefonius ; he has been already ſpoke of; 
therefore we will proceed to his firſt Tranſ- 
lator in any modern language, who was a 
Mr. Stanley, well known for having wrote 
that much eſteemed Work, The Lives of 
_ the Philoſophers. He tranſlated into Engliſh 
fourteen only of the nineteen Baſia of Se- 
cundus, (omitting the 8th, 10th, 11th, 12th, 
and 14th,) which were publiſhed, with ma- 
ny other miſcellaneous Poems and Tranſia- 
tions, in the Year 1651 This is now a ve- 
ry rare and valuable Book; but its ſcarcity 
is hardly to be regretted were it not for its 
Antiquity, as Mr. Stanley's numbers would 
but little pleaſe a modern Ear. PI 


To enquire how far Secundus has been 
copied in any other Tongue would be tedi- 
ous, and indeed would lead me far beyond 
the intended bounds of this Eſſay; yet I 
cannot help taking notice of a very ſplendid 
Publication of Monſieur Dorat's, which 
came out within theſe few Years in France, 
entitled Les Baiſers; it is enriched with 
Vignettes and Culs-de-Lampes, repreſenting 
the ſubject of every Rs; and here moſt of 
the Baſia of Secundus are imitated, not 


_ tran» 
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tranſlated: this Book ſells at an exorbitant 
Price; but the Engravings, it is true, are 
inimitable. Some one was ſoon after in- 
duced . to put out the Bafia of Secundus very 
imperfectly copied, and accompanied with 
a miſerable French Tranſlation in proſe; 
which the Author ſays may ſerve as a Supple- 
ment to the Kiſſes of Monſieur Dorat ; but 
this Edition is not worth mention, nor ſhould 
I have touched upon it, had not Monfieur = 
Dorat's Book led me to it. To return to 
the Englih Tranſlations. 4 


Tur celebrated Poet Mr. Fenton tranſ= 7 
lated the fl and ſecond Baſia, in ſuch a 3 

manner as makes meregret he had not tranſ= 
lated them all; and Mr. Ward, Author of 
ſeveral good Poems, among which his Phæ- 
mx-Park is in no ſmall eſtimation, tranſla- 
ted the ninth and ſixteenth, They are to 
be found in the reſpective Collections of 
theſe Authors. 


Bor the only Tranſlation of the K/ſes 
of Secundus complete that has hitherto ap- 
peared, came out in 1731, printed by Hen- 
ry Lintot, in 12mo. without the Author's 

name affixed to it; this Tranſlation is every 
where accompanied with the original Latin ; 
and though it is an Edition of ſuch late 
date, it is at preſent with difficulty pro- 
cured ; it has Copies, engraved by the ce- 
5 ebrated 
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lebrated Picart, of the Cuts of Secundus and 


Julia from the Scriverian Edition; that of 


Secundus comprehends the whole duodecimo 


leaf; but that of Julia is ſmall, and placed 
in the middle of a Title page, as the Print 
of Secundus is in this Book. It contains a 


Diſſertation, treating of the Life of Secundus, 


with a Poſtſcript concerning the various 
Editions; and another Diſſertation which 


forms a Critic upon the Baſia. The Trant- 
lations of Fenton and Ward are preſerved; 
and the two Epigrams, included among the 


Baſia of the firſt Edition of Scriverius, ſtand 


here, one by way of Prologue, the other by 


way of Epilogue to the Kiſſes. The Epitha- 
lamium, or 20th Kiſs in the firſt Edition of 


Seriverius, is alſo retained; but neither ths, 


nor the Epigrams have I tranſlated, as they 
are with great propriety not claſſed among 
the Baſia, in the ſenond Edition of Scriveri- 
1s. However, the Epithalumium of Joan— 
nes Secundus having ever been allowed a moſt 
finiſhed Piece; I ſhall take the liberty to 
conclude my Eſſay by inſerting it, as well 


as this Tranſlator's verſification of it; which 


may ſerve to give ſome Idea of his manner, 
though perhaps to the diſparagement of the
